$38,750; an average of $47°50, or 9/. 10s. per ton. We are assured by our mining 
engineer, and our manager, that as soon as we can market the ore, a production of 
200 tons per week can be mined, and thecost of producing the same will not exceed 
$11, or about 2/., per ton. The valuation of $38,750 placed on the ore is stated to be 
a minimum, and we are assured that the quantity on hand is actually in excess of 
the figure quoted. High grade ores readily find a market, but ores of low grade 
are not easily saleable. In order, therefore, to diminishtheir bulk, and bring them 
to the standard of the high grade, it is necessary to select, sort, and dress them. 
There are several modes of dressing ore, and it behoves us to adopt the cheapest 
and best. After careful consideration and calculation, we have come to the conclu 
sion that the crushing and concentration process is best adapted to ourores. Having 
no water at Cli(ton mountain to render wet concentration practicable, we must use 
a dry process, and it is proposed to use Krom’s dry concentrator; this should be 
placed on the mine, so as to save the cost of handling. Weare assured that our ore 
can be concentrated at the rate of 5 or 6 tons into 1, for the whole produce of the 
mine; but it will vary according to the richness of the different qualities of ore. 
The expense of drying, crushing, and concentrating, will not exceed 5s. per ton of 
crude ore. Thus the production of one ton out of five willcost l/. 5s. The mining 
of the 5 tons (at the above quoted rate of 27. per ton) willcost 10/, The 1 ton of con- 
centrated ore will thus cost 11/. 5s., and its value (at the above estimate of 9/. 10s. 
per ton crude) will be 47/. 10s. The highest price charged for smelting ore in 
Colorado is 5/. per ton, and freight to the most distant works in our district is 2/. 
perton. It is not to be expected that in concentrating we save every particle of the 
precious metal ; therefore we allow 10 per cent. for loss. At this valuation we can 
command a ready market; and although we are of opinion that the lead in this 
concentrated ore would pay all charges of carriage and smelting, we prefer to base 
our estimate upon facts now actuallyascertainable. The calculation, therefore, stands 
thus :—5 tons of ore at 9/. 10s., 47/. 10s; less—mining 5 tons, at 2/., 10/.; concen- 
trating 5 tons into 1, at 5s., 1/. 5s.; loss, 10 per cent. in concentration on value of 
471. 10s., 4/. 15s. ; carriage of 1 ton tosmelting works, 2/.; smelting 1 ton, 5/, = 23/.; 
net profit on 5 tons crude, 24/.10s. We areassured that 200 tons and more per week 
can be raised. Assuming that we raise and treat only 30 tons per day, the net 
profit per day will at the above rate be 147/.; and for 300 working daysin the year 
the net profit will be 44,100/. In considering these calculations it must be remem- 
bered that the value placed on the ore is a very low estimate: that the highest prices 
for manipulating, freight, charges, &c., are assumed ; that the production required 
to ensure the above result is only 180 tons weekly, while we are assured that, at any 
time when required, the yielding capacity of the present openings is equal to 200 
tons ; fhat while the concentration is calculated at 5 to 1, the average ratio is be- 
tween 10 to 1 and 3 to 1, or say 6% tol: and that the value of the lead has not 
been taken into account at all.”

The CHAIRMAN said he wished, in the first place, to state that he 
merely occupied the position of chairman until a full board had 
elected one of his colleagues to that position in the room of Sir 
Cecil Beadon, who had resigned.

AUSTRALIAN AGRICULTURAL COMPANY.

Mr. W. RoBINsONn (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. The report of the directors (which appeared in last week’s 
Journal) was taken as read. : 

The CHAIRMAN, after a few prefatory observations, stated that 
the profits for the year amounted to 32,000/., about one-fifth of which 
had been diverted from the pockets of the shareholders—partly in 
protecting capital, partly in repairing the omission of a large cus- 
tomer to make provision for his debts, and partly from the exac- 
tions of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. From the last-named 
impost they were not likely to be released, but he hoped such large 
deductions from the earnings would not occur again, Last year’s 
was the best they had made for some years; it should be in fairness remembered 
that it had been earned in times of considerable depression ; but considering the 
extent of the property, and that those who had embarked their capital in it were 
accustomed to English prices and markets, he dare say the profit appeared small 
and inadequate. The principal articles of produce were coals and meat, and, there- 
fore, they had to deal in markets that were overladen by the abundance of the re- 
sources produced. For instance, in England the consumption of coal was some 
thing like 4 tons per head of the population of 31,000,000, whereas in Australia the 
consumption was barely 44 ton per head of the population, which was far short of 
being 2,000,000. The consequence was that these two important articles of pro- 
duce—coal and meat—so dear in this country, were largely in exeess of the de- 
mand in Australia, so that they had to take their produce to the eastern markets, 
where their money was small, and he believed it would continue to be so until a 
better process of manufacture was established, and a better position was taken in 
the foreign markets. The article to which he more especially alluded was pre- 
served meat, which he had the best authority for stating had already acquired a 
certain position in the market, the importation hav ing increased [rom 8,000,000 Ibs, 
in 1870 to 18,000,000 Ibs. in 1871. As to the export of coal, putting the northern 

markets out of consideration, which was at present an immediate competitor, he 
believed he might say their coal was as available for export as the coal of Great 
Britian, and if he assumed its quality to be equal he should not be very far short 
of the truth; and assuming the price of the article to be the same, it is only fair 
to assume that the distribution of the trade would be determined by distance. 
There was no doubt, the eastern produce being so valuable and able to bear a 
heavy freight, that shipowners were willing to make a loss on the outward cargo 
of coal upon the profit of the return voyage, the consequence being that English 
coul was always successfully competing with them even in the eastern markets. 
However, circumstances were changing, and prices were rising enormously in this 
country ; and if those prices were maintained there can be no doubt Australia w #l 
be benefited —indeed, the benefit has already been felt, and if certain difficulties of 
freight can be arranged there can be no question Australia will command that 
market which geographically belongs to it. Having mentioned that during the 
year they had sold 200,000 tons of coal, he expressed a contident opinion that time 
would work in their favour, and that they would eventually get possession of new 
markets, which would tend to increase the profits of thecompany. Hethen moved 
the adoption of the report J accounts. Mr. EAGLE seconded the proposition.

MINERAL WEALTH OF THE ASHBURTON DISTRICT. 


In last week’s Journal we briefly alluded to two enterprises now 
promoted for the development of some of the mineral resources of 
that remarkable, but hitherto compulsorily neglected, district of 
Ashburton andits neighbourhood. The one, Ashburton Tin and Cop- 
per Mining Company, which was launched in our columns of Satur- 
day last, having for its object the expansion of existing works; and 
the other, the Storms Down and Sigford Tin Mines, which is forth- 
with to be launched for the resuscitation of former workings. Both 
are brought forward under the best guarantee of success. The Ash- 
burton Tin and Copper Mining Company is sans peur et sans reproche, 
for it is quite impossible to gainsay the character and known social 
position of the members of its board and officers, while what has 
already been done in the prosecution of works justifies the directors 
in recommending it as an investment where there is every reasonable 
hope of remunerative returns by the application of the capital now 
sought. The Storms Down and Sigford Mines are in the hands of 
gentlemen of equal integrity and mining knowledge. 

We do not see that these undertakings willin any way clash. True, 
both seek for the procuration of tin, but the first looks, in a large 
degree, for copper also, while the latter does not regard that metal 
as one of its products, but seems to have reason to consider that 
arsenical pyrites will of itself be asource of large profit, embodying 
nickel and cobalt in its dross or slag. However, were both looking 
for tin; and tin exclusively, we could not regard them as competing 
companies. The demand for tin is such that every available point 
of production is sought for, yet the supply falls far short of the re- 
quirement, so that the enlargement of existing undertakings and the 
revival of dormant ones is merely a natural commercial consequence 
under the circumstances, and is totally devoid of competing and an- 
tagonistic feelings. We do not, therefore, see why the best possible 
understanding should not exist between these two associations, more 
especially as they are in the same neighbourhood, and not far re- 
moved from each other, the one being within 14 mile and the other 
24 miles of Ashburton, in the same general direction. 

We have said that Ashburton and its vicinity has been compul- 
sorily neglected, as respects its true position in mineral soil, which 
isonly too true, Ithas arisen chiefly, if not solely and entirely, from 
the absence of railway accommodation, but the opening of the line 
from Totnes to Buckfastleigh and Ashburton, on May Day of this 
year, has given new life and energy to the whole district—the face 
of everything, in fact, is changed by being thus brought into direct, 
cheap, and rapid communication with all parts of the kingdom, and 
hence the reason that projects are now afloat for the full develop- 
ment of the yield of iron and umber, in addition to tin and copper. 
Until then all produce from, and materials to, were carted to Newton 
or Totnes at an expense of never less than 6s. per ton for the eight 
miles, but now they are conveyed for the 94 miles by rail for as many 
pence, and the traflic manager of the South Devon Railway Company 
recently met the representatives of the commercial and mining in- 
terests of Ashburton and Buckfastleigh, to express the determination 
of the board to encourage the expansion of every branch of local in- 
dustry by reducing the goods tariff to the lowest possible rate. 

Sir Henry de la Beche, in his Geological Survey, makes special 
mention of the Ashburton district as presenting remarkable indica- 
tions of mineral wealth of various kinds. He makes special men- 
tion of iron, but until now his foresight and knowledge was not re- 
garded, and a gentleman, a geologist, until lately a resident at Ash- 
burton, was considered as almost a lunatic for expressing his convic- 
tion that the town was built on a bed of iron and umber. 

However, we will not now dwell oa this subject, which we leave for 
a subsequent article, but return to the point at which we started— 
the question of the two new companies now organised for the in- 
creased production of tin and its adjuncts to help to keep pace with 
the marvellous demand for every description of the mineral wealth 
of Great Britain, both crude and manufactured, and repeat our con- 
viction that they both respectively deserve the support required, 








PNEUMATIC STAMPS. 


These stamps are causing great interest in Cornwall, and are being 
ordered at a great many mines. The first erected in Cornwall was at 
Wheal Lucy Mine in April last, and the following reports upon them 
by the engineers of the company will be interesting to tin miners: 

Wheal Lucy, July 18.—The pneumatic stamps commenced working here on 
April 9, and has since that time been regularly at work on an average ten hours 
per day (Sundays exe ‘pted), and its working throughout has been in every respect 
satisfactory.

Raymond's report, it will be long before poor mines receive much at- 
tention in New Mexico, since the rich ones will suffice to employ all 
the capital and labour likely to be available inthe territory for many 
generations ; and,as New Mexico enjoysa mild and very healthy cli- 
mate, the sky being as clear as that of Italy, and the air transparent 
and pure, there would seem to be nothing to prevent its becominga 
great mining country. e P , 

With regard to the geology of New Mexico, it appears that most 
of the mountain ranges are composed mainly of syenitic rocks, 
which during their upheaval broke through paleozoic sandstones 
and carboniferous limestones, the latter being found generally in 
the flanks of the ridges, but sometimes also on their top. Both the 
syenites and carboniferous limestones are traversed by mineral 
lodes. Between and surrounding these mountains is the high pla- 
teau of New Mexico, almost level, and mainly underlain by tertiary 
and lower cretaceous rocks. Tne sandstone forms frequently table 
mountains (mesas), and contains in many localities beds of lignite 
and bituminous coal 2 to 5 ft. thick, alternating with layers of iron 
ore, fire-clay, and shales. The latter are frequently filled with large 
fossil leaves. Wherever eruptions and overflows of porphyry have 
acted upon the formations containing coal the latter has been com- 
pletely metamorphosed into a beautiful anthracite of excellent qua- 
lity. Thisanthracite is proved to be of the same age as the lignites 
by the fossils contained in the shales overlying both in the same 
succession. Variegated marls and beds of gypsum are exposed in 
many localities on this plateau. P : 

Another characteristic feature of the geology of New Mexico are 
the extensive layers of lava spread in several localities on top of the 
sandstone strata. West of the Rio Grande del Norte, which tra- 
verses New Mexico from north to south, the same formations are met 
with as in the eastern part of the territory. The principal moun- 
tains here are the San Juan mountains, between the Conejos and 
Chama rivers, affluents of the Rio Grande and Rio Blanco, one of the 
tributaries of the San Juan, an affluent of the Rio Colorado of Ari- 
zona; further south is the Sierra Madre proper, which consists of 
several isolated mountain chains, with low passes between them. 
Zuni Pass and Navajo Pass are the most prominent. The projected 
line of the Kansas Pacific Railroad passes through the latter at an 
altitude of 7177 ft. above the sea. From Zuni Pass the Sierra Madre 
extends in a south-eastern direction toward the Rio Grande del Norte. 
Here the Madalena Mountains are situated. Another chain passes 
thence to the west, culminating in the Sierra Blanco, near the 
boundary line in Arizona territory. Still further south the Pinos 
Altos and the unapproachable Burros Mountains interrupt the mono- 
tony of the tertiary plains. Between the Rio Puerco and Rio Grande, 
west of Santa Fé, are the Jemez, and still further west the Nacimi- 
ento Mountains: north of them, those of Tierra Amarilla and Abi- 
quiu. All of them are known to be filled with minerals, but in most 
. them prospecting has not been carried on sufficiently to permit 
of details being given. 

The Moreno Gold Fields, in the last year reported upon, yielded 
10,0002. worth of gold, no silver being — during the year, 
exceptthesmall quantity which occurred alloyed with gold, Although 
there are rich silver mines in the territory which had been worked 
by the Spaniards and Mexicans during the past centuries, all of them 
lie idle at present for reasons which will be elsewhere explained. 
The increase over the gold product of the previous year is mainly 
due to the discovery of the new mines on the headwaters of the 
Cimarron river, a branch of the Canadian (not the so called dry Cim- 
maron, which empties directly into the Arkansas). The three prin- 
cipal mining districts organised in this region are—the Uti Creek 
district on the east side, Willow Creek district on the south side, 
and Elizabethtown district on the west side of Baldy Mountain. 
The Aztec mine has proved very rich, and the Big Jacko, or 
Montezuma lode, lately discovered by a miner called Big Jack, 
Within half a mile of the Aztec mill, is reported even richer than 
the Aztec, Mr. L. B. Maxwell, the owner of the grant, is the prin- 
cipal shareholder in this claim, which is 3000 feet long. The lode 
has been traced for a mile, and for its development he has put 
up a 30-stamps mill, as well as sinking shafts and driving levels. 
Two test-runs at the Aztec mill have given a result of $75 per ton, 
and the balance of the ore is expected to yield fully as high; this 
discovery has been called the best lode in America. Dr. Raymond 
remarks that it should be mentioned that bullion shipped from New 
Mexico and Wyoming to Denver banking houses, for assay at the 
mint is generally credited to the Colorado territory. At the gold 
diggings on Red River, the depth of the bed rock has been as- 
certained to be very considerable. The valley is one of the most 
beautiful in New Mexico: meadows covered with flowers of all 
colors, a clear cold stream of water full of trout, and sombre moun- 
tain sides covered with a thick growth of pine, remind the visitor 
forcibly of the mountain scenery of the Thuringian forest. _ 

The minerals represented in the Pinos Altos region comprise al- 
most all the ores containing the most valuable metals, the most pro- 
minent of which are gold, silver, copper, lead, and iron.

The 
Montezuma ledge carries $724 of silver per ton, and the Rafael $653, 
the ores in both cases being argentiferous galena. The Arizona ledge, 
decomposed quartz, carries $2644 gold; the Atlantic, $93} to $276; 
the Langston, In a vein 2} in. wide, and 30 ft. from surface, $7465: 
the Pacific, $264; and the Aztec, 373. In the Central City district 
the most prominent mines are the Hanover, the Santa Rita, and the 
San José Copper Mines. The Hanover is held by men who, not being 
engaged in mining, hesitate to invest the small sum of 350,000 neces- 
sary to set itat work. The Santa Rita Mines are a few miles south 
of the Hanover, and are well known to Englishmen as being formerly 
the property of Don Francisco de Alquea and Robert McKnight, and 
previous to the invasion of the country, in 1862, was most profitably 
worked. The ores are principally red oxide and carbonate of copper, 
which are at present smelted in a small Mexican low furnace. Itis 
highly probable that an abundance of good copper ore can be found, 
not alone along the entire distance between the Hanover and Santa 
Rita Mines, but also in some of the parallel ridges. 

The placer mines near the towns of Real de Dolores and Real del 
Tuerto are considered the richest in the territory of New Mexico. 
Thousands of Mexican miners have been employed here in former 
times washing gold in the most prinitive manner, and even at the 
present time it payssome Mexicans to transport the gravels on don- 
keys to the nearest creek, and wash out the gold. In this crude 
manner they have taken out millions of dollars worth of gold. When 
the United States took possession of New Mexico most of the Mexi- 
can miners left for Chihuahua, a few only remained, and have sub- 
sisted by gold washing ever since. In the Cunningham, the Ortiz, 
the Brehm, the Hutchinson, the Brown, and the Humboldt indica- 
tions of placer gold are very general, and Dr. Raymond believes that 
with the introduction of hydraulics this interest will become a very 
prominent one in the future. The Sierra Blanca mining district, re- 
cently discovered and organised, embraces the Sierras Blanca, Car- 
rizo, Patos, and Jicarilla; it is between 300 and 400 square miles in 
extent. The Sierra Blanca lode yields between $30 and $40 to the 
ton. The principal silver-bearing localities are the Organ Moun- 
tains, the Cerrillos, the Sandia Mountains, the Madalena Mountains, 
the Pinos Altos, and the Taos Mountains. 

The occurrence of anthracite coal in workable beds near the gold 
and silver districts is of such importance that Dr. Raymond devotes 
the concluding chapter of his report on New Mexico to a detailed 
description of the anthracite mines at the Old Placer Mountains. 
The deposit has been opened upon in two distinct localities, and fol- 
lows the dip of the bed for 35ft. The section shows—Carbonaceous 
shales, 1 ft.; anthracite, 5 ft.; carbonaceous shales, 4 ft.; indurated 
clay, 4 ft.; fossilliferous sandstone, 25 ft.; massive sandstone, 100 ft. 
In the second locality the anthracite was 4 ft. thick, and the shale 
from 3 ft.to 4 ft. About 280 tons of coal have been taken from this 
mine; it all shows the qualities of a true anthracite, containing 87°5 
per cent. of fixed carbon, and when burning shows only the short 
blue flame of carbonic oxide. Fire-clay of excellent quality, and 
valuable beds of iron ore, occur in the territory, so that Dr. Raymond 
appears well justified for concluding that “sooner or later it will be 
known that New Mexico need not shrink from a comparison with 
her sister territories; none of them surpass her in natural resources 
and riches, and many of them stand below her in the scale.”

REMARKS,—It is impossible but that so gigantic a financial opera- 
tion as that in progress with reference to France should upset, toa 
greater or less extent, our various metal markets. Until the French 
loan has been satisfactorily disposed of, and the equilibrium of 
money has been restored, fluctuations must be looked for, and a 
degree of uncertainty must prevail as regards the future. It is to 
the frequency of the recurrence of external causes of disturbance that must be at- 
tributed the great variation which is often observable between the most carefully 
laid projects and their results; and yet it is generally within the limits of an or- 
dinary capacity to form a fairly correct estimate upon which to base a plan of opera- 
tions, which none but most remarkable contingencies can ultimately falsify. The 
effect of the introduction of the French loan may—nay, does—to some extent, bear 
prejudicially upon our markets; but what will the ultimate influence be—simply 
nil. Ina very short time the markets will resume their former aspects, and the 
present temporary lull may be succeeded by a period of proportionate activity. 
The grand point to ascertain is the statistical position of the metal to which atten- 
tion is directed. How stands the balance between su ply sae demand? Are en- 
hanced values likely to result in increased su splies > fhat causes are in force 
which must limit the amount of production? If there be present demand, may it 
be viewed as temporary, or continuous? When such questions as these have been 
satisfactorily disposed of, not according to the uncertain impulses of imagination, 
but by close reasoning and reference to reliable returns, then action may be taken 
with some measure of security that calculations so based may be Uisturbed for a 
time by unforseen contingencies, but that in the end they will be found to be 
correct. It is not an easy matter at all times, even for long-headed prudence, to 
refrain from acting upon impulse rather than judgment; but such a course usually 
ends in disappointment. OnThursday last the Bank rate has advanced \% per cent., 
making money now 3% per cent. This, with the prospect of further withdrawals 
of gold for the French loan, and the probability of still higher rates ruling, has 
tended towards quietness in the metal market. 
CopprpEeR.—Just a week ago a telegram came to hand announcing, 
in advance of the Chili mail of June 17, charters from Valparaiso of 
about 800 tons of pure copper—450 tons in bars and ingots and 350 
tons in ores and regulus. These small charters failed to give any 
decided tone to the market, and English copper especially was re- 
ported as dull of sale. The copper report from Bombay states that 
the market was quiet but firm, with a gradually upward tendency that there was 
an absence of speculation, but that dealers were waiting for the opening of the 
water communication with the interior, so as to enable them to send up supplies 
to consumers. In the meantime Australian cake copper was quoted at 55 Rs. per 
ewt., but that this quotation was nominal, there being no stocks. There was a 
small quantity of Japan copper at 51 Rs. At Kunachee copper was firm, and not 
easily procurable, owing to the scarcity of stocks. From Madras we learn that 
active enquiry continues, and stocks in first hands are still very light. From other 
quarters reports are comparatively encouraging, but.the home market has con- 
tinued persistently quiet, and prices have drooped. Umeneta has been sold at 
102/. to 1037. cash. Good ordinary brands, with two to three months’ prompt, 
104/. 10s. to 105/.; Burra, 105/, 10s., net cash; and Wallaroo, 2/. higher. Home 
orders are sufficiently abundant to impart what stability there is in the market, 
but there is a lack o} an for manufactured and for all varieties of English 
copper for shipment. How long this may continue it is difficult to say, but it 
would seem that scarcity is already felt in some of the foreign markets, and short 
supplies of coal and increasing labour difficulties will not tend to facilitate the 
— from scarcity to abundance, or from a comparatively high to a lower range 
of prices. 
Irnon,—Although there is no alteration in quotations for pig-iron 
in the North of England for early delivery, prices continuing much 
the same as last week, yet forward contracts have been closed at 
higher prices, showing that the opinion is gaining ground that the 
present unprecedentedly high quotations will remain in force for 
several months to come. It is seldom that so sagid a rise in prices 
as has of late been experienced in the iron market, and which may not yet 
have culminated, is not succeeded by an equally sudden and decisive reaction. 
It is unreasonable to — that however prosperous the state of the commerce 
of this country may be, the continuous demand for iron, a metal whose properties 
are so thoroughly established, and the multifarious uses of which are so perfect] 
understood, should remain at a price just about double what it has ranged at through 
a series of years. Doubtless various causes combine to depress the iron market 
throughout a prolonged period, and when those causes were removed it was but 
natural to expect that prices should rise in proportion to the previous depression, 
but the value now attained is far beyond that which might have resulted from any 
previous depression, and these high prices must sooner or later stimulate produe- 
tion, and at the same time check the progress of business, for who can be found 
willing to pay such a sum as is now asked for iron but those who are compelled b 
stern necessity to buy. There will be a limit to railway extensions and further de- 
velopments to iron shipbuilding, and, indeed, all kinds and sorts of industries in 
which iron is used will be contracted within the narrowest possible bounds. Then

ith m and works in full operation, it will be an important matter to kee 
all hands employed, and tempting concessions will be made in prices, so as to m4 
cure orders. But all this time efforts after the further production of the raw ma- 
terial will have borne fruit, and abundance of ore will have more than met the de- 
mand, and thus the downward tendency will have received a yet further impulse. 
In the meantime, however, exactly the contrary is taking place. The supply falls 
far short of the demand, and endless trouble is experienced in the matter of deli- 
veries. The books are so well filled with orders that it will be some time ere the 
lack of any fresh orders coming in will be experienced, and so, perhaps, present 
high prices may still be maintained for some time to come. In South Wales there 
has been less fluctuation in prices, and greater steadiness in work than elsewhere. 
The ironmasters are slow to commit themselves to heavy forward contracts, the 
future being involved in considerable obscurity. Labour difficulties are pretty 
sre, sconer or later, to crop up, and under these circumstances the annoyance of 
commitments which end in the disappointment of buyers is very great. To avoid 
such contingencies makers are limiting their engagements; and, though the Welsh 
prices are rising in sympathy with the other great iron markets, yet a sudden drop 
might prove less disastrous in this quirter than when heavy forward contracts at 
high rates necessitate arrangements being entered into a long distance ahead. The 
ordinary centres of demand in the market are still sending forward good orders.

The high price of coal and 
thescarcity of labour seem, therefore, to be telling seriously on the production of Chili, 
as, with a charter about 1200 tons below the average, we receive advice of a lower 
stock than on any date since Nov. 17, 1870, when charters of 3800 tons brought it 
(computed on the same estimation) down to 3350 tons. From that time upto the 
present the Chili stock has fluctuated between 4250 and 10,750 tons, which highest 
point was attained at the opens of the present year. About 1000 tons Wallaroo 
have sold during the week, chiefly with long prompts, from 109/. 10s. to 111/, per 
ton, cash lots fetching 107/. 10s. to 1087. 10s. per ton. The tone of the trade is quiet 
at the lowest mentioned figures, and without much inclinaton to buy or sell thereat, 
Late yesterday afternoon sales of foreign were made in the open market of about 
100 tons Urmeneta bars, and 50 tons Burra cake, which realised 102/. and 102/.

RAILWAY TRON, AND HIGH PRICES. 


It is a matter of very considerable interest to examine the effect of 
the present extremely high rates prevailing for iron upon the foreign 
demand for British railway matériel. We can now extend the 
analysis to another month, and it appears that in June the exports 
of our railway iron were 81,164 tons, against 108,052 tons in June, 
1871, and 125,474 tonsin June, 1870, while in the first six months of 
this year the aggregate exports were 448,042 tons, against 476,191 
tons in the corresponding perio’ of 1871, and 562,709 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1870. The whole of the decrease—and more 
too—which has accumulated against this year’s figures occurred in 
the second quarter of the year. Thus, at the close of March the ex- 
yorts of our railway iron compare: as follows with those effected 
in the corresponding period of 1871:

THE SAFE WORKING OF COLLIERIES. 


The passing of the Mines Regulation Bill has, it is to be hoped, 
removed for a long series of years from parliamentary interference, 
the important question of the safe working of our colleries, a subject 
upon which legislation has beenalike difficult and tardy, for Govern- 
ment, whilst desirous of doing all that could be done to give every 
safety to the miner, had to keep in view the just rights and privi- 
ledges of property. Looking, then, at the measure in its entirety, 
we consider it ought to be taken as satisfactory by both parties, al- 
though some few clauses, no doubt, are capable of improvement, 
looked at from either a master’s or a workman’s stand-point. Both 
parties, with a view to the measure passing this session, gave way 
on certain points, and they are to be congratulated that by having 
done so they have secured the passing of a really good measure. The 
Legislature, too, we have no doubt, will also be pleased to see the 
last of a Bill which for several sessions has threatened to extend the 
sitting of the House beyond the usual period. 

For our own part, any lingering regret we may have with regard 
to the measure passing is founded on the probability that amongst 
the 500 essays written for the prizes offered by Mr. Enon, M.P., 
for those pointing ont the best means for preventing accidents in coal 
mines, there might in a few of them be found something really va- 
luable—something that might have added materially to the worth 
of the Bill, and to the safety of the miner. We do not think it is too 
much to expect that the views of some 500 practical men working 
daily in our collieries, nearly all of them in those where a large quan- 
tity of explosive gas is constantly produced, would be entirely barren 
of material capable of increasing our knowledge as to the best means 
for preventing fatalities in mines from their most destructive foe.

Mints (Coat) Reautation Bri..—In the House of Commons, 
on Tuesday, on the motion that the Bill be read a third time, Lord Eleho said he 
saw with regret, in the report of a meeting held at Barnsley, a statement to the 
effect that the provisions of the Bill were not satisfactory to working miners.

The Iron Ore coming to hand is very firmly held in good hands, 
and first quality can only be purchased at high rates ; inferior sorts 
are also bringing unusual prices, and very poor stone is selling at 
profitable prices. 

Malleable Iron has been again advanced 20s. a ton, making first 
common bars 15/., and second ditto 147. 15s. Plates and angles in 
proportion. With this advance, wages have been increased to mill- 
men 10 per cent., and puddlers are receiving 1s. per ton additional. 
The engine-keepers’ wages have also been advanced 6d. per day in 
this and neighbouring districts. With these advances comes the 
sinister rumour that one or two of the malleable works in this neigh- 
bourhood will temporarily suspend working, as the high price of

A Coalmasters’ Association for the South’ Staffordshire and East 
Worcestershire district has been definitely formed, Mr. E. Fisher 
Smith (Dudley) being chairman, Mr. T. Barker (Wolverhampton) 
vice-chairman, and Mr. King (Dudley) secretary. Concurrently with 
the formation of the association, the following important resolution 
was carried :— 

“That this association will insist upon one hour's rest being taken by the men 
and horses for meal time, the day’s work to consist of eight working hours, and the 
men to go down and come up the pit in their own time.” 

Of this resolution a formal notice of 14 days has been given tothe 

miners by the majority of coalmasters throughout the district. At present the at- 
titude of the men is detiant. They reject the latter part of the resolution tn toto, 
and demand a further advance of 6d. per day. Should both sides continue un- 
yielding the inevitable result must be a general “lock-out,” the consequences of 
which it would be impossible to estimate. There is reason to hope that some com- 
promise will be effected before the notice expires. 
_ In the price of Black Country hardwares a general advance is tak- 
ing place. Tin-plate and japanned goods are 5 to 10 per cent. higher, and stamped 
ho lowware, from which there was a discount of 7% per cent., is now declared net. 
The discount allowed off galvanised iron goods have been further reduced to 10 per 
cent. Metallic bedsteads are again dearer, the total advance on these goods since 
last September being as much as 50 per cent. The demand is generally well sus- 
tained, orders being particularly large for railway fastenings, and the heavier classes 
of engineering ironwork. 

Additional shafts are, we learn, about to be sunk on the Cannock 
Chase coal field by two of the principal firms. In the West Brom- 
wich district strenuous effo ts are being made to free the water- 
logged mines by the use of more powerful pumping apparatus than 
has been hitherto employed. 

The North Staffordshire Iron Trade continues pretty much as last 
reported, an unsettled feeling still restricting operations. Pricesare 
firm, witha tendency to advance. Grey forge-pig, of good brands, 
realises 6/. 10s, delivered, and other qualities are proportionately 
high. For ironstone the quotations are:—Furnace red mine 24s. to 
27s. per ton, and puddling mine 30s. per ton. The men are not 
working with any greater regularity in this district than in the 
southern part of the county. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES.

plan was invented by Mr. Carmichael for reversing steamboat engines from the 
deck of the vessel, and the invention being given free to the trade, it was at once 
adopted throughout the country.

By the new process a bar of 
iron could be brought to a welding heat in less than half the time which it formerly 
required; and so great was the saving effected, that, while before 11 sets of bellows 
cost upwards of 80/., a machine sufficient for 11 fires could be got for 6/, 

The attempts by the mineowners to increase the output of their 
pits, and thus render themselves somewhat independent of their col- 
liers, has met with a practical solution at Gartsherrie, where one 
machine, as perfected by Mr. Stevenson, the underground manager, 
is calculated to do the work of 30 colliers.—{A description of this 
new Coal-Cutting Machine appears in the Supplement to this week’s 
Journal.] At the present time, when demand cannot be anything 
like met, this fact is important, and may have an important bearing 
on the future of the Scotch coal trade. As it is, prices for all deno- 
minations of coal have been again advanced Ls. per ton. with a con- 
tinuously flowing demand, which cannot be supplied. New shafts 
are being sunk, and new pits are being rapidly opened up, but the 
demand continues increasing. During the week the shipments were 
35,612 tons, against about 34,000 tons in the corresponding week of 
last year, and vessels are ever waiting for cargoes. 








Bricks FROM BLAZE.—Mr. Murray has leased from the Glasgow 
Iron Company a large hill of blaze at their No. 2 Ironstone Pit, Gar- 
rioch, Kelvinside, for the purpose of making it into brick by ma- 
chinery. A large and powerful engine has been erected at the works, 
which works a number of bruising-rollers and pan-mills for crush- 
ing the blaze. They are considered a good second-class fire-brick. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


July 18.—The accountant completed his scrutiny on Monday morn- 
ing last, and during the afternoon of the same day the anxiously 
awaited result was officially declared by Mr. G. J. Barker, the Chair- 
man of the South Staffordshire Ironmasters’ Association. The ac- 
countant reports that the average price of bars for the last three 
months has been 11/. 11s. 7d. This will entitle the puddlers to an 
advance of 2s. per ton, and other finished ironworkers to an advance 
of 20 percent. The price of puddling in South Staffordshire will, 
therefore, during the next six months be 12s. 6d. per ton, being 
1s. 3d. per ton more than is at present paid in any other English iron 
district. This substantial advance in wages had been pretty gene- 
rally anticipated by the trade, as shown by the successive revisions 
of price-lists during the last few weeks. On Friday Earl Dudley’s 
price for bars was declared up another 1/., making the rate 16/, 12s. 6d.; 
the quotation of Messrs. Barrow and Sons (Bloomfield), and other 
leading houses being, 16/. per ton. The prices were firm, but with- 
out change, at the ironmasters’ meeting to-day, although it is 
thought by some not unlikely that a still further advance will be de- 
clared shortly. Sheets and plates are, indeed, already firmer, the 
advance on best sheets of thin gauges being as much as 4/, per ton. 
To-day’s quotations are:—Best sheets (singles) 27/.; ditto (doubles), 
28/.; common sheets (singles), 21/.; ditto (doubles), 22/.10s. per ton. 
At these unprecedented prices several transactions took place, al- 
though, as a rule, the ironmasters were reluctant to book orders, or 
even to give quotations. For galvanised iron sheathing the colonial 
demand is exceedingly buoyant, being stimulated, it is said, by the 
great number of wool stores in course of erection in Australia and 
New Zealand. The demand continues remarkably brisk for the 
various classes of iron used in the construction of railway fittings, 
notwithstanding that the orders on account of Russia have some- 
what declined. For pig-iron the usual contracts are being freely 
placed at the full advance, all-mine being firm at 8/. to 8/, 5s., and 
cinder at 6/, to 6/. 5s., while for cold-blast iron of Shropshire make 
8/. 15s. to 9/. are the ruling quotations. one 

A new blast-furnace for the manufacture of charcoal pig-iron has 
just been put into blast at Bradley, near Bilston, by Mr. James Light, 
and another furnace adjoining is in course of construction. By this 
enterprise an old (and, as was thought, an obsolete) industry has 
been revived in South Staffordshire, there being no other charcoal 
furnace in the district, and only two besides in the whole kingdom. 
Smelting iron with charcoal recalls the troublous days of Dud Dud- 
ley, who, it will be remembered, was the first to supersede the use 
of that fuel for iron making by what he quaintly termed “ sea coles. 
A further historic interest attaches to the works from the fact that 
they are built on the exact site of the first blast-furnace erected in 





Bilston, by John Wilkinson, in 1766, where also the first blowing- 
engine in the world was erected by the renowned James Watt. The

| past week there has been a rather considerable suspension of ope- 
| rations, owing to the meeting of the Royal Agricultural Society at 
Cardiff. This show is the great attraction of the Principality this 
week, and masters, managers, and workers alike flock to visit it. 
Mr. Marsden’s new Crushing Machine excited very general atten- 
tion. The out-turn of the works will not, therefore, bear favour- 
able comparison with former weeks. In the demand there is little 
or no change to note; but makers, as was foreshadowed in previous 
reports, continue to enter very cautiously into new engagements, 
because things are still in such a state as will not admit of their 
placing contracts on their books with too much freedom. Very seri- 
ous difficulties and losses may be incurred if manufacturers fettered 
themselves with numerous or extensive transactions at any time 
while things remain as at present. ‘There does not seem to be so 
much agitation amongst the workers as was expected, either in re- 
gard to the wages question or the reduction of the hours of labour, 
and latterly, therefore, work has been carried on more peacefully 
than forsome time, yet nothing like implicit confidence can be placed 
in the men, and especially now that a further advance in wages is 
announced from the North of England. Any day, therefore, may 
witness a general claim being made for another rise in wages, and 
if the prices of iron go up, as they are expected to do, the men are 
hardly likely to remain long satisfied without a proportionate ad- 
vance in their wages. Labour is, therefore, uncertain, and it is not 
only likely to continue so, but the more the values of the materials 
manufactured increase, and the higher wages become, the more un- 
certain and unreliable labour will be. While, also, the supplies of 
raw materials continue so limited business must be cramped, and 
manufacturers will not be able to entertain any other enquiries for 
iron than those which are absolutely male to meet daily require- 
ments. For this reason the iron markets were never, perhaps, 80 
free of speculative transactions than at present, and as it is now 
pretty certain that the consumption of iron has permanently in- 
creased there is little doubt that a very extensive trade will be done 
if makers can only supply the immediate requirements of customers. 
As iron has become an indispensable article of use in almost every 
undertaking the demand must be on a more extensive scale in the 
future than in the past, and prices cannot again be so low. It is 
not, therefore, apprehended that the further advance which may be 
made in prices will not tend to any material extent to check pur- 
chases, and makers are looking forward with confidence to the future. 

In the Tin-Plate Trade matters continue satisfactory. <A better 
understanding between masters and men in this, than in any of the 
staple trades of the district. Both masters and men seem to have 
too keen a recollection of the depression which they experienced 
some time ago to neglect to make the most of the prosperity which 
now prevails. Work is, therefore, carried on steadily at all the es- 
tablishments, and the greatest activity is now to be witnessed at 
works which laid idle for years. The demand continues active, so 
that the books are kept well filled with orders, and the advanced 
prices are maintained without difficulty. 

In the Coal Trade things remain much the same as previously re- 
ported. The output of the collieries has not been large this week, 
which is mainly attributable to the Royal Agricultural show at Car- 
diff. There appears to have been a general understanding between 
masters, managers, and colliers that the week should bea broken one, 
and that, at least, a partial holiday should be afforded to almost every 
person who had the means and the will to run to Cardiff to see the 
great show. In so far as the demand is concerned, it may be said 
that masters remain in pretty nearly the same state as reported last 
week. Week after week the important announcement is made that 
there are practically no stocks held abroad, and that there is, there- 
fore, no likelihood of a diminution in the consumption of coal for 
many months to come. The present extraordinary prices will, no 
doubt, induce every possible effort being made in order to economise 
fuel, or to find some substitute for it,and future generations will, in 
all probability, benefit by the investigations which will be made. 
The waste of coal for many years past has been something prodigious, 
and if the high prices would only induce inventors to turn their at- 
tention to the importance of preventing, as far as possible, the waste 
of coal which cannot at present well be avoided, a lasting benefit 
would be conferred upon posterity. The men seem to have thought 
better of their demand for an advance in wages, and not so much is 
said of the reduction of the hours of labour. At a meeting of col- 
liers and managers, held at Crumlin, Monmouthshire, it was agreed 
not to adopt the eight-hours system. 

The engine erected at the new colliery at Coedcae, Blewog, 
Llanelly, has been successfully started, and the undertaking is ex- 
pected to be prosperous and remunerative to the proprietors. 

A more striking proof of the activity which has for some time 
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attended the staple trades of the district is seen by the increased 
traffic on the local railways. The gross earnings of the Taff Vale

AUSTRALIAN Tin DiscoveRtEs.—The recent discoveries of tin ore 
in Australia, to which allusion has already been made, appear to be creating almost 
as great excitement, according to the Sydney Morning Herald, as the discoveries of 
gold. Many companies, it is stated, have already been formed, and hundreds 
have been induced to speculate, confident that tin mining will not only be profit- 
able, but‘durable. Fresh discoveries are being made almost daily, and selections 
are taken up with such avidity that it is difficult to get them surveyed. Accord- 
ing to a statement just published, the quantity of land that has been taken up 
during the past twelve months for the purposes of working minerals other than 
coil or gold is no less than 51,619 acres, representing an annual rental of 12,904/. 15s. 
The following is from the Sydney Herald of May 18 :—‘ The news from the various 
mines which lie in the north is of the most gratifying description. The returns of 
metal are not large at present, but large numbers of men in the employ of the 
various companies are busy with preliminary operations. Private letters from the 
Tenterfield district report further discoveries of tin-bearing ground in that locality, 
and of the astounding richness of some of the ground taken up some time ago. 
Several of the companies previously deterred from forwarding ore on account of 
the scarcity of water are now at washing, and it is believed that an unlooked-for 
quantity of steam tin will be sent to Sydney during the next few months. A quan- 
tity of ingot tin from three or four of the mines, besides stream tin and ore, has 
been exhibited in Sydney, and, as may well be imagined, attracted the greatest 
attention. Twenty-five tons have been shipped from the Mount Mitchell Mine, and 
ten tons the produce of the Inverell district. Several tons have also been forwarded 
from the Ruby Mine. The yields of this latter mine, which is situate in Queens- 
land, close to the border, but which is worked by a Sydney company, are said to 
beenormous. Not less than 26,621 acres have been already taken up as tin selec- 
tions in the Darling Downs district. In the Inverell and Armidale districts large 
tracts of country have also been selected. At the Elsmore Mineeverything is ready 
for the erection of heavy machinery, and ina few weeks’ time work will commence 
in earnest. A gentleman engaged in the mining department under the Victorian 
Government was sent last month to report upon the tin mines in the New England 
district. Since his return, he has stated his belief that the deposits of stream tin 
are far richer than those in any other part of the world ; and he instances the Els- 
more Mine as beirig richer than any mine in England, and expresses his opinion 
that in some years’ time a greater amount of metal will be obtained from it than 
can be obtained even now. A Cornish miner has been sent up to test the ground 
taken up by the Pioneer Company at Ruby Creek. He has reported that upwards 
of 150 holes have been sunk on the company’s property, varving in depth from 5 to 
1l feet, and that there are prospects of immense yields. This may be taken as a 
fair sample of the ground taken up by other companies. On some of the properties 
however, a difficulty will be experienced in obtaining water in dryseasons, and this 
will necessitate the expenditure of considerable capital in procuring an artificial 
supply.
